The areas near under Soviet domination (see paragraph 1) require 1,800,000 metric 
tons of foodstuffs per year. North Korea requires a minimus, of 300,000 metric 
tons. In 1945 the amount of agricultural products sold, in the Northeast areas 
» not recovered or controlled by the Nationalists (excluding the areas where fight- 

ing is now going on) was 5,000,000 metric tens. Even if this amount is reduced 
tfiis year to 4,000,000 metric tens because of the delayed planting (from lack of 
rain), the fighting, and the war demands on men and draft an imals, there is still 
sufficient foodstuffs to provide the 1,800,5X50 metric tons required by the areas 
mentioned above.
